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PREFACE . 


Almost  exactly  25  years  before  the  outbreak  of  the  present 
war,  that  is  in  August,  1914,'  Poole  entered  on  a  period  of  Municipal 
handicap  which  was  destined  to  clog  Public  Health  progress  for  5  years. 

In  September  of  the  year  now  under  reviev;  the  Town  found 
itself  faced  with  a  similar,  but  much  more  drastic,  handicap,  inasmuch 
as  many  sections  of  the  community  usually  considered  out  of  the  direct 
fields  of  action  of  war  no w  find  themselves  facing  its  rigours  in  very 
real  fact.  How  long  this  period  of  trial  is  to  last  we  are  not 
privileged  to  foresee,  but  we  can  at  least  hope  that  the  generation  of 
advance  in  health  and  social  standards  which  has  been  one  of  the  most 
prominent  features  of  these  intervening  25  years  will  enable  the 
population  to  stand  up  with  sturdier  strength  and  determination  to  the 
heavier  calls  made  upon  them,  however  long  it  may  be  before  we  can 
revert  to  our  ordinary  callings  in  peace. 

The  intervening  period  must  be  one  of  self-sacrificing 
endeavour  to  maintain  the  Health  Front  intact  and  ready  for  the  general 
advance  when  the  call  comes. 

Consequently,  the  present  abbreviated  Report  is  mainly  a 
comparison  of  figures  of  record,  so  that  later  a  clearer  perspective 
can  be  obtained  of  the  aftermath,  and  plans  laid  for  our  future  efforts. 

In  this  nineteenth  Report,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committees,  my  colleagues  in  other 
Departments,  and  my  entire  staff,  office,  outdoor,  and  hospital,  for 
their  continued  co-operation  and  support.

During  1939,  two  rri v;  distributing  mains  were  laid,  and 

the  Borough  scheme  deliverer  cn  i  •  •  t  ?c  of  17f  million  gallons. 

Filtration  and  softening  plv/it  rer-  approved.  In  December,  the  "total 
hardness"  of  the  Borough  wa  vrr.j  -  >°,  ,fhile  that  of  the  local  Company 

was  16°. 

Special  Unplped  Areas.  During  1939  the  Arrowsmith  Road  and  Moortown 
areas  were  provided  with  v/ater  mains  under  loan  sanction  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Of  the  42  houses  in  these  areas,  22  have  already 
been  connected  up,  and  another  2  are  on  the  piped  Canford  Reservoir 
supply.  The  remaining  18  houses  either  have  supplies  which  are 
satisfactory  on  sampling,  or  ore  situated  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  mains,  and  great  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  making 
progress  with  these  during  war  conditions. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  Knighton  area. 

CESSPOOLS  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Ill  cesspools  were  connected  up.  14  remained  unconnected  to 
available  sewer,  leaving  a  total  of  581  in  operation  -  19  less  than 

in  1938.

POPULATION  AND  HOUSING. 


In  my  Report  for  1923,  I  gave  a  picture  of  housing  conditions 
as  they  then  were  -  allowing  for  the  fallow  period  1914-1920,  and 
considering  the  information  available  from  the  1921  Census  figures. 

After  many  vicissitudes,  a  5-years'  scheme  of  re-housing 
was  formulated  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1930.  This  scheme  comprised 
358  unfit  houses.  In  1937,  109  of  these  houses  still  remained  to  he 
dealt  with,  when  a  further  survey  brought  into  the  list  a  further  623, 
carrying  into  1938  a  total  of  732  unfit  houses.  No  advance  was  found 
possible  in  1938,  and  now  in  1939  we  have  entered  on  another  'fallow* 
period  of  housing  similar  to  1914. 

How  long  it  will  be  before  wo  can  take  fresh  stock  of  the 
position  presented  to  us  by  1939,  25  years  after  the  last  European 
holocaust,  cannot  yet  be  foreseen. 

In  these  25  years,  -however,  the  number  of  houses  has  risen 
from  9,400  to  21,092  (including  the  732  unfit  houses).  475  houses 
were  empty  at  the  end  of  the  year,  601  had  been  completed  during  the 
year,  and  a  further  150  were  under  construction. 

The  number  of  persons  per  inhabited  house  was  grr  lally  reduced 
from  4.82  in  1921  to  3.42  in  1939,  which  in  itself  implies  a  very 
considerable  reduction  in  overcrowding.  Towards  this  reduction,  the 
Council  had  by  1935  erected  769  houses,  and  subsidised  the  building  of 
a  further  1,200. 

Under  the  temps  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  a  survey  of  .14,639 
dwellings  was  made  early  in  1936  for  purposes  of  ascertaining  existing 
overcrowding.  57  privately-owned  and  57  Council-owned  houses  were 
found  'crowded'.  A  review  of  these  and  other  'borderline'  cases  made 
in  June,  1939,  revealed  7  private  and  36  Council  houses  housing  too 
many  people.  The  month  of  September,  however,  with  the  obligation  to 
house  temporarily  some  8,500  evacues  from  London  and  Southampton, 
brought  the  Town  back  to  a  position  calling  for  increased  vigilance  and 
supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  we  can 
only  sigh  for  the  day  when  the  interrupted  progress  towards  healthy 
housing  conditions  can  be  resumed.

In  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  the  sea-bathing  facilities 
of  the  coast  in  this  area  were  unf ortunPtely  gradually  restricted  to 
complete  prohibition..- 

Endeavours  were  made  to  increase  the  utility  of  the  cubicle 
baths,  by  allotting  hours  to  those  temporarily  billeted  in  the  Borough. 
This  may  account  for  the  slight  rise  in  adult  use  from  3,032  in  1938  to 

3,804  in  1939.

FOOD. 

Table  G  enumerates  the  samples  taken  by  the  Inspectors  under 
the  Acts  and  subjected  to  analysis  as  to  genuineness  or  presence  of 
preservative. 

Total  of  all  samples,  262;  235  formal  and  27  informal.  Five 
formal  samples  were  adulterated  =  2.12%.  Total  percentage  adulteration 
3.43. 

Of  102  formal  milk  samples  and  13  informal  samples,  five 
formal  samples  were  adulterated,  two  were  deficient  in  fat  6  and  3% 
respectively,  and  3  contained  4,  2,  and  2%  extraneous  water.  Two 
informal  samples  were  adulterated,  one  6.7%  deficient  in  fat,  and  one 
with  2%  of  extraneous  water.  The  total  %  adulteration  was  6.08  (9.45% 

In  1938). 

Average  analysis  of  the  108  genuine  milk  samples:-  Fat  3.68%, 
Non-fatty  solids  8.85  %,  which  is  very  satisfactory. 

Two  informal  samples  of  tinned  cherries  were .adulterated, 
containing  copper  to  the  extent  of  19  and  6  parts  per  million 
respectively. 

Twenty-eight  samples  of  butter  examined  were  all  genuine  and 
of  good  quality,  free  from  excess  moisture  or  preservatives. 

-  Twenty-seven  samples  of  tea  were  all  genuine  and  of  good 
quality,  and  yielded  a  high  percentage  of  extract. 

Eight  samples  of  lard  examined  were  all  genuine  and  of  good 
quality,  free  from  water  or  the  addition  of  foreign  fats. 

Seven  samples  of  cocoa  examined  were  all  genuine  and  of  good 
quality  and  free  from  any  undue  amount  of  alkali  or  shell. 

All  tinned  foods  examined,  with  the  exception  of  the  tinned 
cherries  referred  to  above  were  genuine  and  of  good  quality,  free  from 
metallic  or  other  contamination. 

All  the  other  samples  were  genuine  and  of  good  quality. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  came  into  operation  -in  October, 
1939,  By  this  Act  all  the  various  previous  enactments  are  colie  cted 
together  and  brought  up  to  date.  The  Minister  is  given  power  to  fix 
definite  standards,  and  the  wise  use  of  this  power  should  greatly  assist 
in  raising  the  general  quality  of  the  nation’s  food  supplies.

A  particularly  virulent  form  of  faucial  and  laryngeal 
diphtheria  was  experienced  in  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  District,  with 
2  adult  deaths  and  4  deaths  under  five  years  of  age,  among  33  cases.

COMMITTEE  FOR  RESEARCH  ON  DELICATE  CHILDREN  AT  THE  COAST.- 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  in  1938  appointed  a  member 
of  this  Committee,  whose  special  undertaking  is  to  investigate  the 
influence  of  seasonal  and  geographical  conditions  on  the  recuperative 
effect  of  changes  of  climate  on  the  health  of  convalescent  and  delicate 
children.  Margate  and  Poole  were  selected  as  two  experimental  stations 
for  research,  representing  East  and  South  Coast  conditions  respectively. 
A;  group  of  delicate  London  children  is  normally  In  Poole  at  the 
Shaftesbury  Homes  for  six  weeks  at  a  time.  With  the  facilities  at  hand 
of  the  Municipal  Laboratory  for  the  more  technical  elements  in  the 
investigation,  the  ground  was  laid  for  a  valuable  investigation  on 
scientific  grounds. 

The  first  group  of  investigations  were  carried  out  at  Margate 
and  have  been  recorded,  and  in  1939  arrangemebts  were  made  for  a  winter 
series  of  investigations  at  P@ole,  which  the  Government  Evacuation 
Scheme  unavoidably  upset.

Maternal  Mortality.  There  was  no  death  from  Puerperal  Fever.  Three 
deaths  from  associated  causes  were  attributed  to  Peritonitis  from 
ruptured  pyosalpinx,  post-partum  haemorrhage,  and  chronic  interstitial 
nephritis  and  eclampsia  respectively,  the  last-mentioned  occurring  in 
Hospital . 

Borough  of  Poole  Maternity  and  Child  Welf ^^Association .  With  the 
increasing  child  "population  of  Hamworthy,  the  Association  transferred  the 
Centre  previously  held  .at  Lagland  Street  in  the  Old  Town  to  the  new  area, 
the  Old  Town  being  catered  for  by  the  Municipal  Clinic. 

Hants  and  Dorset  Babies’  Home.  Twenty  infants  were  admitted  during  the 
year,  "iT  of  the  "children  being  of  mothers  belonging  to  the  Borough. 

Red  Cross  Children’s  War  Memorial  Hospital.  Swanage.  Three  young 
children  from  Poole  had  the  benefit  of  this  recuperative  Hospital,  with 
an  average  of  eight  weeks’  stay. 

Protection  against  Diphtheria.  There  was  a  very  desirable  and  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  pre-school  children  ’’immunised”,  the  figure 
being  515,  as  compared  with  253  in  1938. 

Infantile  Mortality.  A  new  low  figure  was  reached  of  40.2^deaths  per 
1,000  live  bifcths,  the  previous  best  being  43.2  in  1931.  For  large  towns 
of  England ’and  Wales ,  the  figure  for  1939  was  53. 

Thirty  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  some  antenatal  cause.  To 
this  should  be  added  the  24  stillbirths,  giving  a  loss  of  54  potential 
lives .

In  1939,  the  re-distribution  of  scholars  with  the  opening 
of  a  second  Senior  School,  the  Henry  Harbin,  in  April,  resulted  in  the 
closing  of  the  Poole  Church  of  England  Boys’  School  (National  Boys) 
and  the  merging  of  Heatherlands  Boys  and  Girls  Schools  into  one  Junior 
Mixed  School. 

At  March,  1958,  the  number  on  the  school  rolls  was  7,491,  and 
the  average  attendance  6,760.  At  March,  1.939,  the  corresponding 
figures  are  7,616  and  6,857  respectively.  The  Russell-Cotes  Nautical

( 2 )  Co-ordination  and  Reception . 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general-operation  of  the 
School  Medical  Services.  With  the  recognition  of  the  Borough  as  a 
Reception  Area,  however,  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  a  considerable 
readjustment  of  curricula  and  daily  school  hours,  in  order  to  continue 
the  education  of  a  possible  influx  of  8,500  children  (for  whom  accom¬ 
modation  was  estimated  to  be  available  as  a  result  of  survey  «t  March, 
1939)  together  with  about  1,000  teachers  and  helpers. 


The  first  main  hatch  of  scholars  to  he  introduced  was  to  have 
come  direct  from  Southampton  and  number  approximately  3,750  out  of  a 
total  provisional  incoming  figure  of  9,050  adults  and  children.  By  June, 
a  further  1,200,  of  whom  about  650  would  be  school  children,  were  added 
to  the  ootential  influx,  these  to  be  via  the  Dorset  Countv  Council  Scheme 

The  Central  Transport  arrangements,  and  in  consequence  the 
local  Reception  arrangements,  were  that  all  immigrants  were  to  arrive 
within  the  space  of  two  days,  by  12  trainloads  of  750,  and  by  ’busloads 
carrying  about  1,000.  These  were  to  be  received  at  two  Senior  Schools 
as  distributing  bases.  This  entailed  a  continual  internal  movement 
between  classrooms  which  materially  interfered  v/ith  the  rapid  medical 
inspection  which  it  was  expected  to  carry  out  in  the  Schools.  The  fact 
that  the  arrivals  took  place  on  a  Friday  and  Saturday  (1st  and  2nd 
September),  with  the  limitations  of  Sunday  conditions  supervening,  led 
to  a  further  rush  to  get  the  batches  sub-distributed  Pnd‘ billeted  -  a 
very  important  factor  from  the  point  of  view  of  commissariat. 

Moreover,  the  650  sub-distributed  into  the  Borough  under  the 
County  Scheme  appear  to  have  escaped  this  expected  medical  examination 
at  their  detraining  st  ation,  and  reached  their  Poole  billets  unsupervised 

A  further  disadvantage,  from  the  receiving  householders.'  angle, 
was  that  schools  had  been  on  summer  holiday,  and  children  generally, 
but  more  especially  those  from  households  of  less  hygienic  standards, 
had  not  benefited  by  the  ’comb-out'  which  would  have  taken  place  had 
the  schools  been  in  session.  The  result  was  that  in  this  area,  as  in 
others  to  which  critical  attention  has  already  been  drawn  elsewhere, 
there  came  to  light  an  undesirably  high  number  of  verminous  children, 
children  with  unhealthy  skin  conditions,  and  with  weak  bladder  control. 

Although  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  had  been 
recalled  to  military  service,  voluntary  medical  assistance  enabled  the 
School  Medical  Services  to  continue  in  their  entirety  without  inter¬ 
mission,  and  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Laura  Maule  Horne  and  to  Dr.  J.  Ross 
MacMahon,  who  made  this  continuity  possible  from  the  first  arrival  of 
evacues.  Many  voluntary  lay  helpers  assisted  in  liaison  work  between 
schools  and  clinics,  and  Ambulance  Sisters  of  the  Poole  Corns  of  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  gave  invaluable  and  painstaking  helo  in 
tackling  verminouf  heads. 

Two  who^e-time  School  Nurses  from  the  London  County  Council 
staff  were  added  to  the  available  staff  on  6th  and  15th  November 
respectively. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  total  number  of  evacuated  school¬ 
children  remaining  in  the  reception  area  had  dropped  to  just  below  2  000. 
Since  their  arrival,  530  had  received  treatment  for  minor  ailments 
(including  scabies,  vermin,  impetigo,  and  otorrhoea),  137  received 
dental  treatment,  20  were  treated  for  defective  vision,  28  for  defects 
of  nose  and  throat,  3  for  orthopaedic  defects,  and  48  were  protected 
against  diphtheria.

It  is  submitted  that  the  full  year  1S40  should  give  more  trustworthy 
comparative  records,  regarding,  for  instance,  nutritional  assessment, 
infection  incidence,  etc.,  after  the  incomers  had  been  more  or  less 
absorbed  and  the  atmosphere  of  nervousness  and  uncertainty  cleared  off. 

Hospital  facilities  for  outbreaks  of  notifiable  disease  were 
ample,  there  being  an  unused  reserve  of  150  beds  at  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital. 

For  domiciliary  nursin_  of  evacue  children  in  the  home, 
arrangement  was  come  to  with  the  Borough  of  Poole  District  Nursing 
Association,  with  the  a.pproval  of  the  Ministry  of  Ho  1th,  at  a  visit 
rate  of  2/-. 

In  December,  free  milk,  wheaten  biscuits  and  cod  liver  oil 
and  malt  were  being  extended  to  305  evacue  children  out  of  somewhat 
under  2,000,  as  compared  with  486  local  children  from  amongst  7,650.
